in their existing status, except as 
before stated, and with some added 
degree of flexibility in their opera- 
tion ; 


Simplifying local legislative pro-

more definite assignment of powers 
and duties to the administrative au- 
thority of each unit; 


Numbering all roads in each unit 


for the purpose of establishing a 
basis of cost data lor construction 
and maintenance purposes;

These In- 
dians, who are of unusual intelli- 
gence, sta'tire and physical strength, 
obtained both horse and sheep from 
the Spanish conquerors nearly three 
centuries ago. They have •become ex- 
pert horsemen, and by common as- 
sent, are the best sheepherders in 
the southwest.

You've heard it—many times. 
You know it's as true as any proverb of 


ancient days. 


Common sense and past experience 


strengthen the old saw: "An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure/' 


If there is any place in which this vener- 


able observation should be applied it is in 
the governmental affairs of a nation, state 
or city. If officials followed it more closely 
there would be fewer city debts, smaller an- 
nual deficits, lower tax rates and better ser- 
vice all around. But unfortunately the rule 
is not always observed with strict adher- 
ence. 


In the proposed purchase of the Lima 


telephone plant, backed by petition-signers 
of whom only a fraction are patrons of the 
system, Lima voters are offered an oppor- 
tunity to apply the old proverb. They cart 
show, by voting clown the project which in- 
volves a bond issue of NEARLY A MIL- 
LION DOLLARS, that they do not believe 
it advisable to invite high, taxes and poor 
service unless there is some way in which 
to stop the arrangement as soon as it proves 
a mistake. 


The ordinance contains no provisions for 


correcting the error, so the wise thing is to 
prevent mismanagement, loss of rural and 
long-distance service, fmancial recklessness 
and a great annual deficit. The way to pre- 
vent is to kill the proposal, for that is far 
preferable to making up losses during the 
next twenty years. 


In case Lima undertakes the ownership 


of the system, no escape from it is possible 
in less than two decades. Isn't it wiser to 
stay away from a tire than to dress finan- 
cial burns for twenty years? 


Arguments in support of the proposal 


have not been forthcoming. Spite work and 
personal grudges appear to inspire opposi- 
tion to the local system, and examination 
will reveal that this is due to a misappre- 
hension. Irresponsible persons are circu- 
lating reports to the effect that the com- 
pany is making huge profits. Write to the 
state public utilities commission and verify 
the fact that the dividend rate is only six 
per cent. You are at liberty to investigate 
for yourself if you so desire.
